The motions of the planets occupied 
the attention of the lecturer for soma 
time, sad thetr relation to the sun was 
graphfewiry exfrtsffietf Fhr tarn she*. he 
showed la an Interesting manner how 
the earth was accompanying the sun 
In the direction of the star "Vega." 

Fixed Star. 

Some astounding facta about fixed 
stars were retailed by the lecturer, who 
gave an Interesting description of the 
manner In which the distance of these 
bodies from the earth was calculated; 
the difficulties to be surmounted In 
gauging these distances were enorm¬ 
ous. owing to the tremendous space of 
ether which rolled between. According 
to the lecturer the nearest fixed star to 
Mother Earth Is merely 2S.OOO.OOO.OOO.OM 
miles away. Such a distance could bent 
be appreciated by stating that It would 
take a locomotive, going steadily at the 
rat« of a mil*- a minute 50.000,000 years 
to make the trip to the nearest fixed 
star, and s cannon projectile, ‘ travel¬ 
ling at Its ordinary speed 2.000.000 
years. 

The si Be of then? fixed stars was stu¬ 
pendous. The sun was about a mlltlog 
miles In diameter, and this was ap¬ 
proximately the average size, many, 
however, being a good deal larger. 

The sun. Dr. Plaskett described as a 
gaseous body of a ginwing whit.- heat, 
two or three time* hotter than any¬ 
thing ever devised by man He went 
on to describe the Interesttnx process 
of spectrum analysis, and showed how 
this principle could be applied In order 
to determine the substance of astral 
bodies. By this means forty .»r 
fifty elements known on earth
